Down 50 Pet. Since 


End of Fiscal Year 


Madison —CR— The state's finan- 


cial plight was reflected today in an 
audit prepared by Secretary of 
State Fred Zimmerman showing 
that the balance In the general 
fund had declined 50 per cent since 
the close of the last fiscal year, 
June 30, 


During the first quarter of the 


current year receipts totaled $22,- 
764,380 and $27,785,382 was disburs- 
ed. The fund showed a balance of 
about $8,500.000 less than the cash 
on hand at the same time last year. 


The report bore out predictions of 


Governor Heil's financial advisers 
that the treasury balance would 
fall rapidly due to the excess of ap- 
propriations over taxes and that a 
crisis would be reached during De- 
cember.

State Board of Health to 


Meet With Green Bay 


Paper Executives 


Post-Crescent Madison Bureau 
Madison — Tbe state board of 


health will meet soon with beads 
of Green Bay paper mills, probably 
next Monday, to review possible ac- 
tion looking toward a solution of 
the river pollution problem, state 
health authorities indicated today. 


The state board recently met with 


Green Bay business, civic and in- 
dustrial representatives for the dis- 
cussion of a report compiled by the 
Wisconsin committee on water pol- 
lution based on more than a year 
of intensive research by the sani- 
tary engineering department of the 
state board of health. 


That report showed that data col- 


lected from dissolved oxygen sam- 
ples at De Pere and the mouth of 
the river prove that these waters 
could not support fish life at times 
of warm temperatures and low 
stream flow. 


Conservation Angle 


The subject this week had at- 


tracted the interest of another state 
agency, the state conservation de- 
partment, which has begun experi- 
ments on the possibility of reviving 
fish life in the lower Fox river. 
Experimental planting of crappies 
was begun last summer, on the pe- 
tion of optimistic local sportsmen. 


But in a release published by the 


department today, it called atten- 
tion to these statements of the 
committee on water pollution; 


The Fox river will remain in its 


present highly polluted condition 
throughout its entire length from 
Appleton to its mouth at Green Bay 
so long as the sulphite mills con- 
tinue to discharge their wastes into 
the stream. The major portion of the 
oxygen demand of this waste must 
be removed if the now serious pol- 
lution problem is to be eliminated. 


"The installation of equipment for 


treatment of waste sulphite liquor 
by the lime precipitation method 
alone in the mills along the lower 
Fox river will not prevent the de- 
velopment of critical conditions in 
the Fox river at periods of low 
flows and high temperature."

The drop in sentiment for chang- 


ing the Act during the last few 
weeks may have several explana- 
tions. Part of it may be due to the 
debate in the Senate and to the con- 
stant repetition by the "isolationist" 
Senators that repealing the embargo 
would be a step toward war. Part of 
it may be due also to the relatively 
quiet and bloodless course which 
the war abroad has taken. With 
England and France' not suffering 
any large-scale invasion, some vot- 
ers may have felt it less necessary 
to give aid to the Allies in the form 
of war materials.

THAT HIGHWAY INVESTIGATION 
The state research bureau, created last 


winter with high promises by the Heil 
administration, after six months of quiet 
starts an investigation of the state high- 
way department as its first public act 
Whatever the motives of the administra- 
tion—and the inquisitorial method and 
attitude of the investigators fortifies re- 
ports that there is a mite of politics in it 
—the motorist and citizen who is conscious 
Of bis contribution toward the support of 
the highway system may feel that here 
at least is a department in which Mr. 
Heii ought to be able to make some im- 
provements. 


For the more the highway department's 


affairs and the state road financing; sys- 
tem are studied, the more one is forced 
to the conclusion that it is a mess, an un- 
mitigated, old-fashioned mess. 


It is only necessary to cite -that the 


sfete law clearly contemplates that the 
receipts of the four cents gasoline tax and 
the high motor registration fees shall be 
devoted to highway purposes, and ihe glar- 
ing, guilty, corollary fact that they are not, 
asd cave sot been, for some years. 


Fully $35,000,000 annually passes over 


ihe desks of the state highway commis- 
sion. But the motorist •will find that not 
more than $20,000,000 in current years is 
being spent for highways, despite the fact 
that he was told when his gasoline taxes 
and license fees were raised that it was 
to hasten a better road system. 


Whatever our political friends may 


say during campaigns, successive high- 
way commissions under administrations of 
all political parties have watched their 
funds "borrowed" from them, and known 
that the "borrowings" were like war debts, 
that they would never be repaid. They 
knew too that you can't pay highway con- 
tractors with promises. The $26,000,000 
which has thus far been innocently and 
quietly "diverted" has been permanently 
disposed of. It represents in fact a $26,- 
000,000 fraud upon 800,000 Wisconsin auto- 
mobile taxpayers. 


There is an archaic method of fund 


distribution. No attempt is made to de- 


- termine the relative road needs of rural 


and urban sections of the -state as the 
basis for the allocation of millions in high- 
way aids; rather the steadily increasing 
.revenues are doled out to the units which 
have the greatest political influence, those 
which hire men who can swing the legis- 
lature to their point of view. 


Hundreds of thousands of dollars of 


highway revenues are'passed out to coun- 


- ties and towns in Wisconsin without any 


guarantee that they will be used for the 
purposes for which they are ostensibly 
collected. It is argued that they will re- 
duce property taxes, yet property taxes 
are never reduced. Aids for 
county 


trunks vary so widely among counties 
that one wonders whether checks 
are 


tossed out of the capitol on a windy day 
on a 'finders keepers" schedule. 


Now comes the research bureau to al- 


lege that the highway commission last 
year bought cement at prices far higher 
-than- thaf paid by private purchasers, 
and road oil at rates above those obtained 
by the counties, neighboring states, and 
even the federal government. 


Doubtless the commission will make 


out a case for itself when it argues that 
unforeseen cement wars brought on the 
price differential last year. Maybe when 
the aggressive prosecutor, Mr. Elmer Bar- 
low, allows time out for rebuttal, the com- 
missioners will supply more lucid explan- 
ations than the statement "It's news tome" 
on the charges of excessive oil prices. 


It all adds up to the probability that 


more of us may soon be demanding" some 
changes in the state highway adminis- 
tration system. While governors without 
announcing the fact, and possibly without 
any legal authority, have been helping 
themselves to motorists' taxes, the proper- 
ty taxpayer is still paying a steep bill for 
local roads and streets. 


With highway tax receipts growing and 


witr. no indications of a change in the 
trend, it is reasonable to expect that such 
revenues may soon be sufficient for com- 
plete support of the public road system 
in V7isconsin, provided there is a sound 
and intelligent distribution and enough 
honesty in state government to recognize 
that these are ear-marked fund?. 


If it seems better public policy to sac- 


rifice road building and maintenance dur- 
ing these times when the state treasury 
is pinched, then some of the special sales 
taxes on the motorist ought to be re-

He hasn't traded it and it's over a 
week," said his mother.

There was a time when Greece 


led all the world. Her people were 
the best writers, the greatest think- 
ers and the most skillful artists of 
their time. 


That time passed more than 2,000 


years ago. The country fell under 
the power of Rome, and its glory 
faded. 


Today Greece is one of the small 


countries of Europe. In area it is 
about one-fourth as large as France, 
and it has about one-sixth as many 
people as France. 


Greek men wearing odd costumes

For almost 40u years, Greece was 


a part of the Turkish empire. The 
people were mainly Christians of 
the Greek Catholic church, and did 
not like the rule of the Turks.

Mount Olympus, is famous in old 
Greek myths. The myths say that j 
Olympus was the home of gods and i 
goddesses.

Mount Olympus is in northern 


Greece, not far from the Gulf of 
Salonika. Its highest part, is not 
quite two miles above sea level.' 


The- steep slopes of Mount Olym- 


pus make it hard to climb. Perhaps 
this is one reason why the myth 
.grew about its being the home of 
Zeus, Hera and other beings who | 
were supposed to feast on "nectar 
and ambrosia." To this day, not 
many persons have climbed to the 
top of the mountain. Plans have 
been made to turn it into a nation- 
al park. 


Athens, the capital, has a long 


history, of which the people are 
proud. Its written records go back 
more than 2,500 years. 


The present population of Athens 


is close to half a million. It con- 
tains about twice as many people 
as lived there when it was "the 
greatest city of the world."
